MADISON, Wig.. May IS.— (Spe­ 
cial. )— Although the Wisconsin leg­ 
islature has been 
in 
session now 
nearly five mouths, but little can be 
pointed to in the way of important 
progressive legislation so far accom­ 
plished. 
One reason for this has been the 
unexpected projection of the sena­ 
torial fight into the session period. 
For six weeks the minds of members 
have been so engrossed with the* sen­ 
atorial contest that most of the im­ 
portant measures have been waiting 
od the solution of this puzzle. 
One 
result of this contingency will doubt­ 
less be the dragging out of the ses­ 
sion until the middle of June, as a 
number of highly important meas­ 
ures must ne considered. However, 
tTiere will not be the amount of re­ 
form legislation in 
Wisconsin this 
year that some states can show. This 
is due to the fact that Wisconsin has 
been a pioneer in legislative reform. 
Wisconsin has had an effective anti­ 
pass law the past half dozen years. 
aDd under the inspiration of Gover­ 
nor La Follette, two years ago. set 
the stakes to which national legisla­ 
tion has since been moving. 
During 
the session of 1905, omprehensive 
primary election 
law- 
was enacted, 
the administration of the state .to its 
smaller 
institutions 
placed 
under 
sinl service regulations, and railToad 
commission law 
enacted 
by which 
complete jurisdiction over the rail­ 
roads was bestowed upon a commis­ 
sion appointed by the governor. This 
commission has done most effective 
work 
in 
improving the service by 
putting an end to rebates, putting on 
more trains, and in recently reduc­ 
ing passenger fares from three to two 
and one-half cents. 
During the ses­ 
sion of 1905, an inheritance tax law 
was also passed and laws enacted by 
which the state has been able to re­ 
cover huge sums from the railroads 
for back tares and rebates. Indica­ 
tions are that the sums to be recov­ 
ered may reach toward the two mil­ 
lion. The creation of a tax commis­ 
sion during Governor I .a Follette’s 
first term and the re-organization of 
the tax system of the state w a s also 
s distinct forward step of large im­ 
portance. 
SomP Laws Perfected. 
Progressive legislation at this ses­ 
sion has been largely in the way of 
perfecting the laws passed during the 
last administration. 
There 
is no 
thought of 
repealing 
the primary 
election, civil 
service 
or the rate 
commission law. 
In line with the na­ 
tional legislation, 
one 
measure ot 
some importance passed this winter 
was rhat of making pure food laws 
of the state correspond with the na­ 
tional standard 
and 
strengthening 
the dairy and food commission. 
A 
sumptuary 
measure 
of 
a 
rather 
sweeping nature which has passed 
both houses, is one prohibiting abso­ 
lutely the use of tobacco in any form 
In public places by boys under six­ 
teen. Since this bill went to the gov­ 
ernor, a similar one whose constitu­ 
tionality is doubted by many, is one 
prohibiting the use of cigarettes by 
any person in a public place. 
Some- 
what in the same line is a pending 
measure which has passed the lower 
house and known as the anti-treat­ 
ing bill. 
It prohibits political can­ 
didates from 
spending 
money for 
drinks and prescribes the purposes 
for w hich money can be spent. 
R ailroad Legislation Hung I p. 
Relative to railroad legislation are 
a number of bills of some Importance 
none of which have yet passed both 
houses. 
One takes a w a y the limit of 
five thousand dollars damages for 
the death of a person in railroad ac­ 
cidents; another requires the use of 
the block system in running trains; 
an6ther prohibits the employment of 
boys under eighteen as railroad tele­ 
graph operators, while a comparative 
negligence bill would give to railroad 
employee opportunity to obtain dam­ 
ages in case of accident due to the 
carelessness of other employes. 
Two Im portant M easures 
The tw o big things before this le g ­ 
islation and which will m ake the ses­ 
sion notable for progressive work. 
Is regulation o f insurance companies 
and of public utilities. 
At the spe­ 
cial session held a year ago. a leg­ 
islative com m ittee was appointed to 
investigate the subject of life insur­ 
ance and report its conclusions and 
recommendations to this legislation. 
After an exhaustive 
investigation 
covering nearly a year and in which

prisoner.

surance by the same company, re­ 
quire copies of contracts to be flied, 
for more effective licensing of com­ 
panies. requiring companies 
with­ 
drawing from the state to file depos- 
I its covering policies in force, pro- 
I vide for regular distribution of sur­ 
plus, etc. 
One of the most import­ 
ant among the pending bills requires 
that tables snail he put in all policies 
showing how the premium moneys 
are expended, thus what portion goes 
to meet death losses, what portion 
for expenses for loading and what 
portion remains to represent the sav­ 
ings of the policy holders. 
The ef­ 
fect of this bill which was bitterly 
contested by the actuaries of the big

A standard of service and of meas­ 
urem ent of th at service for each 
utility company shall be fixed by the 
commission. 
Schedules of rates shall be open to 
public inspection. 
No changes shall 
be made in the schedules without 
notice to the commission. 
The commission has the Same pow­ 
er to make investigations upon com­ 
plaint or upon its ow'n initiative that 
it has under the railroad commis­ 
sion law. 
The procedure for such 
investigations is the same as un­ 
der the railroad law. 
No municipality may grant a fran­ 
chise t>r license to any public utility 
company where there is already a 
sim ilar company in the field without 
first obtaining from the commission 
a determ ination that there is a rea­ 
sonable necessity for the new com­ 
pany. 
No franchise may be granted here­ 
after except to a corporation duly 
organized under the laws of W iscon­ 
sin. 
Franchises shall be indeterminate 
subject to the right of the m unich 
pality to purchase the properties of 
the company. 
The municipality shall have power 
to determ ine the quality, charac- 
I ter and amount of service to be rend­ 
ered by any company and require
